DISCUSSION WITH SCOUTMASTER 

On Thursday, August 15, I spoke with [jtftlll » .*JWW- ^Jg«- p Af ¥lhf 1%» ) 

over the telephone and he informed me that one of the boys ' 
parents had approached him with concern that her son had^ 
bef riended Gar^olor^nd that they were going many places 
together. ^^^g^SSlR^ stated that he had no idea where 
the boy had met Gary Nolan, but presumes that it was at a 
Camporee or at an Order of the Arrow event. He also stated 
chat Gary Nolan was not active with his Troop and that he 
had n e v e r seen them tocether . 



DISCUSSION WITH DETECTIVE 

On Friday, August 16, 1935, I met with Detective Linda 
Deckinger at the Davie Police Department to ciscuss the 
invest igation of Gary Nolan. She informed me that Gary was 
indeed being investigated and that an arrest was pending. 
She stated that the alleged victim's parents had filed a 
compla i n t and that testimony f r om the* boy revealed that 
ano the r boy , who had s ince moved to New York , had also been 
involved with Gary. The testimony f r om bot h boys revealed 
that Gary Nolan had molested both of them on numerous 
occasicns. At least one of the acts had taken place at a 
council camp, but most others took place at Gary Nolan's 
home. The testimony of the two boys, she felt, was enough 
to arrest Gary on several counts of sexual hatterv and 
several counts of lewd and lascivious behavior. She said 
she felt that he would be arrested no later than Tuesday,

LETTER REVOKING 3. S. A. REGISTRATION 



After gathering Information f rom Detective Deckinger, a 
certified letter was sen t to M r . Gary Nolan revoking his 
regiscration in the Boy Scouts of America. That letter was 
sent on Friday, August 15, 1985, and we received a signed 
receipt dated August 22, 1985 . 

FOLLOW-UP 



On Wednesday, August 28/ I985 f I placed a teleohone call to 
Detective Deckinger and she informed me thac on Thursday, 
August 22, 1985, Gary Nolan was arresced on charges of 
sexual battery and indecenc assauit upon a minor. She 
s t a ted that he would be charged on numerous coun t s o f bot h 
of the charges but that it would be up to the District 
Attorney to determine exactly how many. She said that he 
was given a $10,000 bond and that she bel ieved that he had 
pos ted the reauired 10% or SI, 000 * She furcher stated zhat 
the f 11 ing date would be September 3 , 198 5 , and that she 
could not say when the trial would begin, bu: that she was 
su r e the case would come to trial. 
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
